WasuINeton, March 4.—The day dawned 
with rain, but the route along whieb the 
procession was to pass was soon thronged 
with people.. The first appearance of 
troops at headquarters was Company kh, 
Fifteenth United States Cavalry. General 
Grant arrived shortly afterward, aud the 
following cable dispatch was placed in his 
hands: 

Beruix, March 4, 1569. 
To President Grant— Washinytom: 

In honor of the man and the day, three 
cheers for the President. 

[Signed.] Members of the Herlin 
change. Fritz, Mayor. 

Vice President Colfax reached head- 
quarters shortly after tes o'clock, and 
went immediately to General Grant's 
office, and after a cordial greeting with 
the Presidont élect and the mentbers of 
his staff, entered into a conversation with 
the members of his staff on ordinary 
topics. In the meantime the troops and 
military organizations began forming, 
and the crowds of spectators upon the 
streets grew more dense. 

At precisely eleven o’clock the mar- 
shal’s entered headquarters, The troops, 
everywhere, were stationed at their prop- 
er posts. General Grant, as calm and 
composed as ever be was in his life, came 
forth from his office, and entered his phae- 
ton, accompanied by General Rawlings; 
Mr. Colfax came next and entered the next 
carriage, accompanied by Admiral Bailey, 
of the navy, .one of the com- 
mittee. The members of the staff 
of General Grant next entered 
the carriages, with the committees 
of Congress and of the different organiza- 
tions present. As the procession started 
the bands struck up “‘ Hail to the Chief.” 
The regular and other troops were drawn 
up along the square, and cane to a ** pre- 
sent arms ’’ as the carriage containing the 
President elect, with his head uncovered, 
drove slowly along, while immense cheers 
rent the air on every side, 

_ There were eight grand divisions in the 
line. The first was under Colonel Wallace, 
and composed of regulars, escorting the 
President and Vice President elect. The 
second division was composed of volun- 
teers, including two negro organizations. 
The third division was composed of prom- 
inent civil officers of the Government, 


foreign . ministers, the Grant and 
Colfax electors, officers of the 
army, navy and marine corps, 


the corporate authorities of this city and 
Georgetown; the fourth division of the 
Republican political organizations of this 
place and elsewhere; the fifth, of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Unions, and the 
Grant and Colfax clubs, and the others of 
the United States Fire Department and 
its visitors, and the Washington Fire De- 
partment and its visitors. Among the 
prominent objects of attraction was a 
miniature ship, fally rigged and manned, 
and a printing press in operation, 

The head of the parade having reached 
the Capitol, the President elect entered to 
take the oath and deliver his inaugural 
address. The throng of human beings in 
front exceeded anything of the kind ever 
before witnessed here. The procession 
was about one hour passing a given point. 

Generai Grant had in the meantime been 
eonducted to a ehair immediately in front 
of the Clerk's desk, and sat down there, 
facing the audience, the target for several 
thousand eyes, whose gaze he .seemed 
neither to avoid or realize, but exhibited 
his usual self-possession and unassuminy 
demeanor. A seatto the left of that pre- 
pared for General Grant was in readi- 
ness for President Johnson, but was not 
occupied, nor was the latter in the Capito! 
this morning, but signed bills as they 
were sent to him at the White House. 

The presiding officer having announced 
that all was in readiness for the inangura- 
tion of the Vice President elect, Mr. Col- 
fax advanced up the steps of the rostrum, 
and, facing the presiding officer, took the 
usual oat Of office; which the latter 
administered, and, turning to the Senate, 
delivered the following address, which 
was listened to with marked attention: 

The following is Vice President Colfax’s 
address: | 

Senators—In entering upon the duties 
in this Chamber, to the performance of 
which I have been called by’ the people of 
the United States, I realize fully the deli- 
cacy as well as tho responsibility of the 
position in presiding over a body 
whose members are in so large a de- 
gree my seniors in age, and not 
chosen by the body itself, I shall ceriain- 
ly need the assistance of your support 
and your generous forbearance and conti- 
dence, but pledging to you alla faithful 
and inflexible impartiality in the admin- 
istration of your rules, and earnestly de- 
siring to co-operate with you in making 
the deliberations of the Senate worthy, 
not only of its history and renown, Wut 
also of those States whose commissions 
you hold I am now ready to take the oath 
of office required by law. 

And almost at the same moment ,and be- 
fore they had reached the open space in 
front of the chair, the doar at the main 
entrance was thrown openand the Jus- 
tice’s of the Supreme Court, headed by 
Chief Justice Chase, clad in their robes of 
office, entered the Senate Chamber, walked 
in procession down the center aisles and 
took the seats prepared for them in front 
of the rostrum. 

At its conclusion the Senators elect came 
forward as their names were called and 
took the Senatorial oath of office, which 
was administered by the newly installed 
Vice President. Two of the Senators elect 
—Hamilton, of Marydand, and Brownlow, 
of Tennessee—were not present. The or- 
ganization of the new Senate having been 
completed, it was announced that the Sen- 
ate, the Supreme Court and the invited 
guests would proceed to the east portico 
of the Capitol to participate in the ceremo- 
nies of the inauguration of the President 
elect.

Citizens of the Unifed States: Your 
suffrage having elevated me to the office of 
President of the United States, I have, in 
conformity with the Constitution of our 
ecuuatry, taken the oath of office preseri bad 
therein.

The market exhibited scarcely a weak 
spot to-day, and in general was very 
strong, in view of the continued falling 
off in receipts at the ports as well as here, 
while the ipquiry was fair, and freights
